MARCONI CRACKED 


UNDER PRESSURE 


It was the biggest collapse in Australia since Melbourne’s Westgate bridge 
came tumbling down: Marconi, leading by six points at the halfway mark, 
finished a poor fourth at the end — another six points behind the joe 


Undefeated in their first 13 
matches, Marconi managed only 
a miserable eight points in their 
next 13 games. 

In racing circles this would have 
called for a dope test; in a dic- 
tatorship for a sabotage trial. 
However, here both would have 
probably proved negative. 

What is often forgotten, 
however, is that even during their 
wonderful first half run, Marconi 
were not without blemishes. 

They collected some lucky 
points (Brisbane City 3-2, St. 


George 2-1, Olympic 1-1) which - 


could have easily cost them 
dearly. 

Manager Rale Rasic often said 
publicly that Mark Jankovics’ 
stubborn injury was the singie 
most damaging factor in their 
decline. 

Jankovics started being a 


crock in the 10th round and from _ 


then on fought a losing battle 
against his groin injury, making 
an occasional return followed by 
further spells. 

Anyway, talented as he is, 
Jankovics was not cast in the 
playmaker role in a team which 
possessed a Rooney, Vieri and 
Prskalo. 

Gary Byrne’s injuries and then 
departure for West Germany 
could have been a more plausible

However, Byrne was suitably 
replaced by Ray Richards until he 
and coach Rasic fell out. 

lt must be stressed, however, 
that for long weeks Marconi 
looked and played like true 
champions.

! would not have believed it 
possible that injuries to Jankovics 
and Byrne could so thoroughly 
change their strength and still re- 
fuse to believe it as the only 
reason. 

After all, hardly any team went 
through the season without injury 
Or suspension problems yet none 
experienced an eclipse on the 
Marconi scale. 

The defence which conceded a 
mere nine goals in the first 13 
matches — and which remained 
basically unaltered — conceded 
22 in the second half of the 
season. 

And if there was any really 
vulnerable point in this team it 
was in the middle of the defence, 
where the two slow, left-footed 
players Russell and Prskalo were 
often at sixes and sevens. 

Prskalo, polished and elegant 
as he is, has never been able to 
discipline himself to do without 
his risky little tricks including

Last season’s massive blood 
letting might have been too 
severe: few teams could bandaid 
over the gaps left by the 
departure of players such as 
Curran, Perry, Ainslie, Norris, 
Lindsay or Fryer as well as 
youngster Hardes. 

To their credit, Wests used this 
exodus to bring to the fore a rich 
harvest in young players. 

During the season they 
introduced quite a crop: 
Woodhouse, Skellern, Drews, 
Ankudinoff and Robert Davies 
and made into regulars lan 
Rowden and that excellent 
goal-getter, Allan Fisher. 

But, obviously, the chemistry of 
this sudden mix didn’t work out 
entirely well. 

Injuries robbed Wests of the 
services of some stalwarts, the 
most crucial being that of Bobby 
Noble who had to drop out early 
because of a _ painful back 
problem. 

Captain Peter Wilson also 
missed half a dozen vital 
matches, and veteran goalie Terry 
Eaton had to undergo surgery for 
cartilage. 

With these handicaps, it’s 
remarkable that Wests did so well 
at all. 

Much of the credit is due to 
the solid midfield pair, of 


FIFA 
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Harding and Stone, the powerful, 
often uninhibited defensive work 
of Turnbull and the suddenly 
discovered poaching ability of 
Clive Eaton who, in a very 
ordinary attack, managed to 
become joint top scorer in the 
PSL. 


Wests’ imports, by their 
previously lavish standards, were 
modest, restricted to Vernon, 
O'Donnell and Scott, all young 
and talented but not yet fully 
blended into the side. 


The entire reorganisation of the 
defence from 1977 didn't go 
without some ‘traumas: Wests 
conceded more goals than any 
‘other team except wooden- 
‘spooners Brisbane City. 

Unlike last season, their 
“away” record was also poor: a 
mere 8 points in 13 outings, equal 
second worst in the League. 


But, of course, the most 
devastating disappointment to 
the club must have been not the 
team’s final placing but the 
almost total indifference among 
its alleged supporters. 

Ideally situated in a 
lower-middle class district and 
well patronised to boot, the social 
club’s sole contribution to Wests’ 
fortunes has been money, not 
people. 


They escaped from the eerie 
Drummoyne Oval, setting up 
camp at quaint Dural — but the 
support dwindled even further. 

Finally, the club moved to 
Wentworth Park as sub-tenants, a 
ground generally disliked by fans, 
anyway, because of its cold 
comforts and poor visibility. 

anager Mike Laing’s long 
tri. ‘to Europe and the USA 
produced some fresh 
promotional ideas; a few were 
tried but without tangible 
success.

Wests held long negotiations with 
APIA about a possible merger — 
at Wests’ initiative.

Perhaps an amalgamation 
would not have been a bad idea, 
despite its obvious early snags; it 
would have provided the partners 
with the necessary crowd 
potential which Wests, alone, 
cannot seem to obtain. 

It’s hard to tell how Western 
Suburbs will fare next term and 
what plans they have fo sell their 
team to an obviously indifferent 
public. 

Rumors about a _ major 
sponsorship have been heard and 
denied; even the possibility of a 


placing in the PSL and surely this couldn't have pleased this ambitious and well 


move to Parramatta has been 
suggested. 


Some critics simply recommend. 


that Wests be chucked out of the 
PSL because of their poor drawing 
power; if this idea was accepted, 
quite a few others would have to 
go with them. 

The greater danger is that 
Wests itself will tire of the 
lopsided battle and will withdraw 
into its cosy shell provided by 
the social club. 

The playing staff, as of now, 
doesn't predestine the team to 
pre-eminence in 1979, especially 
if Peter Stone settles in London 
and if Wests loses one or two 
more key players, who seem 
unsettled. 

However, today’s young 
brigade will be a much improved 
lot by next year and some, like 
Skellern and Fishern could easily 
develop into stardom.

PSL TO CAST 
ITS NET WIDE ©

Clubs from Ipswich to Whyalla with Philips League ambitions have 
until October 15 to lodge their applications. 


The States are being 
arculorised seeking entries, and 
dubs will advise whether they 
are aiming for 1979 or 1980 
membership. 

The League will progressively 
increase from 14 to 18 or more 
dubs, without adding to the 
Sydney or Melbourne numbers. 

In fact, the inner Sydney 
metropolitan ring, which includes 
Marconi, will be encouraged to 
reduce their numbers from the 
present four clubs by merger. 

The City of Parramatta has 
been correctly classed as a 
separate area for promotional 
Purposes, so there is the big cue 
for clubs with enterprise. 

Suitable applicants from cen- 
tres such as Ipswich, Wollongong, 
Geelong and Whyalla will receive 
every consideration. 

The same applies to Newcastle 
and Canberra, as the PSL con- 
siders that they should be capable 
of carrying a second club by 
1980. 


Already the PSL have APIA- 
Leichhardt’s application, _ pro- 
visional applications from 
Wollongong and a second Can- 
berra club, and a first approach 
from Geelong. 

“Irrespective of the change of 
names from an ethnic base, clubs 
have indicated that within two 
years they will each have a wide 
general representation in their af- 
fairs with members drawn from 
the community in which they 
live,” Sir Arthur George said. 

On this theme Easts-Hakoah’s 
change to Sydney City has been 


fully accepted and club chairman 
Frank Lowy has indicated that 
they will adopt a highly promo- 
tional stance in 1979. 


As generally expected, a more” 


realistic attitude has been adopt- 
ed on the question of promotion 
and relegation. 

Territorial and other criteria will 
be examined as well as the stand- 
ing of the bottom teams at the 
end of the year. 

“The League is not yet fully 
stabilised, and it may or may not 
be advisable for a team to go 
down, 


“The English system is obvious- 
ly inappropriate in Australia. 

“| believe it is a very positive 
step to let the two demoted clubs 
re-apply along with others in- 
terested,’’ he said. 

The new scheme will come into 
vogue for a four-year term. 

Threee separate sub- 
committees have been appointed 
to thrash out solutions to current 
problems. 

The first, under the 
chairmanship of Sir Arthur 
George, involves the NSW 
Federation Executive and the five 
Sydney PSL clubs in seeking a 
solution to the placement of the 
PSL clubs in the NSW Federation 
and the number of teams they are 
to field. . 

If either side is unreasonable 
then the ASF will make the de- 
cision. With some clubs claiming 
that too much expense is involved 
in fielding.three teams, the com- 

mise may be two for the first 
year. 


One source close to PSL affairs 
said after last Wednesday’s 
Sydney meeting that the Sydney 
PSL clubs were being asked to do 
no more than was the case in 
other States in similar 
circumstances. 

He said that default in this re- 
gard could lead ultimately to a 
questioning of the club’s real 
ability to operate at national level. 

A sub-committee will handle 
the problems between the Vic-. 
torian Federation and their PSL 
dubs, which are on a lesser scale. 

Finalisation of Ampol Cup gate 
percentages and the State 
Federation’s right to penalise PSL 
players are at stake. ; 

Similarity in disciplinary 
methods between the PSL and the 
States is needed to overcome pre- 
Sent inequities. 

The Perry Park problem, with

“That rankles Zebec’s patriotism,” Pasztor says. ‘’And he is ready 


to kill Keegan off.” 


Netzer, surprisingly perhaps, is passive in the debate. “Keegan 
must realise that he’s not the only star in the team,’’ he says. 

Keegan himself is getting fed up with Hamburg. Although 
consistently the best player of the team week after week, he feels he is 
the centre of club intrigues and jealousies.
